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Life for 
murder of

A YOUNG father who suffo¬ 
cated his teenage girlfriend 
and hid her body under the 
floorboards at his home was 
jailed for life after being 
found guilty of murder. 

Stephen Devesey, aged 21, 
killed 18-year-old Nicole 
Cartmell, of West 
Bromwich, just weeks after 
she gave birth to their son 
last year. He murdered Miss 
Cartmell by suffocating her 
with his arm. 

A jury at Birmingham 
Crown Court found Devesey 
guilty of murder. He was 
given a minimum 17-year 
tariff. 

As the verdict was read 
out Miss Cartmell’s mother 
Julie broke down in tears. 

Miss Cartmell was 
reported missing on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. Her body was dis¬ 
covered in a house where 
Devesey lived in Whateley 
Road, Handsworth on 
March 2.

NHS help 
for obese 
people to 
slim down 

HUNDREDS of obese 
people in Sandwell are to get 
help losing weight - under 
taxpayer-funded plans. 

Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust is preparing a pro¬ 
gramme to cater for up to 
200 referrals from GPs in 
the first six months. 

Almost a third, or 28.7 per 
cent of adults in Sandwell 
are classed as obese, the 
highest proportion in the 
Black Country. 

And 23 per cent of young¬ 
sters, 800, are dangerously 
overweight. 

The programme will 
involve individually- 

planned exercise sessions 
and psychological support 
for patients to change their 
behaviour, as well as dieting. 
It is planned to start in 
autumn. 

Exact costs cannot be 
revealed yet as contracts 
have not been signed. 

The proposal has been 
defended by bosses as a 
cheap option, compared to 
the £1.8 million spent on 
gastric bands by Sandwell 
PCT over four years. 


sidered because Sandwell 
Council needs to save £75 
million by 2015. 

Authority bosses see the 
meals on wheels service as 
one area where they can 
tighten their belt. 

A hot delivered meal costs 
£7.77, but a frozen meal 
costs just £3.17. 

A report being considered 
by Sandwell Council’s adult 
social care committee says: 
“To achieve the required 
efficiency saving in total 
would require a complete 
transfer to a frozen meal 
option, without the choice of 
a hot meals service.” 

Customers 

But the report adds: “It is 
understood that there is 
strong body of opinion from 
members and service users 
that supports the retention 
of a hot meal delivered 
service as a choice option to 
support those who are most 
in need.” 

There are currently 119 
people in receipt of hot com¬ 
munity meals in Sandwell 
per week, but this number 
has slowly been decreasing. 

Last year the average 
number of weekly customers 
was 127. 

The report said the reduc¬ 
tion was primarily due to 
new users being directed to 
the cheaper frozen meal 
option in the first instance. 

The plans are due to be 
discussed at a meeting 
tomorrow (Friday).

meals to 
be frozen 

THE cost of school meals in 
Sandwell is to be frozen for 
the next year. 

The cost of a primary school 
meal will remain at £1.90. 

The cost of secondary and 
adult meals will stay at 
£1.95 under the plans. 

Education councillor Bob 
Badham was expected to 
approve proposals to keep 
prices the same at a meeting 
today (Thursday). 

The move will leave the 
authority facing a £140,000 
shortfall. 

If approved, the new 
charges will cover the period 
from August 1, 2012, to July 
31,2013. 

A report which was being 
considered by Councillor 
Badham today, states that 
food prices in central 
Sandwell contracts have 
been reviewed in the past 
few months, and staple food 
prices have increased, some 
by as much as 10 per cent. 

Councillor Badham said 
the authority decided to 
freeze the cost of school 
means “because we under¬ 
stand the pressures that 
families are under. 

“A lot of people have not 
had pay rises for many years 
so any increase in their 
family budget has an impact 
on them. ” 

The council intends to 
make up the £140,000 short¬ 
fall through existing 
savings. 

Albion set 
to cut prices 

WEST Bromwich Albion 
have cut prices for next 
season. They have reduced 
prices by an average of about 
five per cent by scrapping 
two of their match cate¬ 
gories. 

Eleven of the club’s Premier 
League games - against 
Everton, Reading, QPR, 
Southampton, Stoke, West 
Ham, Norwich, Fulham, 
Sunderland, Swansea and 
Wigan will cost £25 for 
adults. There were six 
games at that rate last year.

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Former court building is up for sale 


AN old magistrates court building 
has been put up for sale by its 
owners of less than four months. 

The Grade-II listed building, in 
West Bromwich, was put up for 
auction. 

It was snapped up by a vendor in 
March, but now the 122-year-old 
town centre building, which 
includes the old cells in the base¬ 
ment, is being offered for sale 


through West Bromwich agents 
Bond Wolfe. Part or all of the build¬ 
ing could be available for letting, the 
agents say. 

Bosses at Bond Wolfe say the 
vendor, who bought the two-storey 
courthouse after it was put up for 
auction by the Courts and Tribunals 
Service at a £150,000 guide price, 
hope it will go as rental investment 
but will also consider offers to buy. 


The court, in Lombard Street 
West, closed in January last year as 
part of a reduction in courts in 
England and Wales. Its closure pro¬ 
voked criticism. The Magistrates’ 
Association claimed it was taking 
away local justice. 

Hearings were moved to Warley 
Magistrates’ Court, in Oldbury. 

The two-storey building com¬ 
prises the courthouse, offices and 


waiting areas. The upper floor takes 
in three court rooms and offices. 

James Mattin, managing partner 
of Bond Wolfe, said it represented a 
potential opportunity for alterna¬ 
tive uses, subject to planning per¬ 
mission. He said: “Let’s hope it can 
attract the right owner occupier, 
someone who will connect with its 
history and offer it some tender 
loving care.” 


Firm's key role in hunt 
for the 'God particle' 


A BLACK Country firm played a key role in the 
discovery of the elusive so-called “God parti¬ 
cle”. Caparo Accles & Pollock provided 
tubular parts and engineering service 
support for the Large Hadron Collider. 

The Oldbury-based tube manufacturer was appointed by 
the European Organisation for Nuclear Research, in 
" Switzerland, called CERN. 
The collider is the 
£2.6billion “BigBang” parti¬ 
cle accelerator at the centre 
of the hunt for the particle, 
also known as the Higgs 
boson. 

Simon Horton, of Caparo 
Accles & Pollock, said: “Our 
appointment as the supplier 
of these key parts to CERN 
is a testament to Caparo 
Accles & Pollock’s technical 
competence. 

“In fact we are the only 
company in the United 
Kingdom that are able to 
produce these extremely 
high-specification compo¬ 
nents that need to perform 
to -273 degrees. 

We also provide CERN 
with a number of spare parts 
and due to our track record 
with them are confident that 
we have a very good chance 
of being involved in the 
equipment upgrade planned 
for the facility for 2013.” 

Theory 

Dating back to 1896, 
Caparo Accles & Pollock 
continues to provide assem¬ 
blies for the massive under¬ 
ground tunnel, which 
deflects proton beams as 
part of the process under 
which the particle was 
found. 

Scientists claimed its dis¬ 
covery was a momentous 
day. 

Finding the Higgs plugs a 
gaping hole in the Standard 
Model, the theory that 
describes all the particles, 
forces and interactions that 
make up the universe. 

If the particle was shown 
not to exist, scientists would 
have been forced to return to 
the drawing board.

Craig O’Connor, work¬ 
shop leader, said: “Without 
Serco getting involved the 
young people would have 
nothing to work on in terms 
of bikes and parts. 

“We hope we can build on 
what we have started to 
ensure the project grows 
stronger and more young 
people get involved.” 

Neighbourhood services 
councillor Ian Jones said: 
“We are delighted the waste 
partnership can not only 
reuse people’s old, 
unwanted bikes but also 
teach young people useful 
and practical skills.” 

He urged people to take 
their old bikes to the House¬ 
hold Recycling Centre in 
Shidas Lane, Oldbury.

£250m 
boost for

A £250 million investment 
by BMW into production of 
the Mini shows the 
country’s car industry is a 
“beacon of light in tough 
times”, a Black Country MP 
has said. 

The money is set to be 
pumped in the company’s 
three Mini factories in 
Oxford, Swindon and Hams 
Hall, Birmingham, over the 
next three years. 

Figures released by the 
Society of Motor Manufac¬ 
turers and Traders showed 
that automotive manufac¬ 
turing turnover is up more 
than 12 per cent and ana¬ 
lysts forecast an all-time 
high manufacturing volume 
of two million vehicles by 
2015. 

Warley MP John Spellar, 
said: “The car industry is 
becoming a beacon of light in 
these tough times and the 
news of this investment is 
very welcome. 

“This is further good news 
following the figures at the 
beginning of the month 
showing that automotive 
manufacturing turnover is 
up 12 per cent.” 

The extra investment is in 
addition to £500m put last 
year towards BMW’s Mini 
production which safe¬ 
guarded 5,500jobs in the UK 
as well as suppliers. 

Mr Spellar added the 
investment would help to 
secure jobs in the UK.

SANDWELL’S schools boss 
has revealed he has no plans 
to introduce the use of metal 
detectors at more schools 
across the borough. 

But Councillor Bob 
Badham also said the 
authority would support 
schools which wanted to 
step up security in that way 

The devices would pick up 
weapons being brought into 
schools by pupils. 

“We don’t want to end up 
in a situation where schools 
have entrances like in air¬ 
ports,” Councillor Badham 
said. 

“If a school had a problem 
and felt some kind of metal 
detector would help then of 
course we would support 
them. 

“It’s up to individual 
schools to decide if this is 
something they want.” 

Councillor Badham was 
speaking after two pupils at 
Phoenix Collegiate Busi¬ 
ness, Sport and Enterprise 
College, which is based over 
two sites in Wednesbury and 
West Bromwich, were found 
in possession of a knife. 

The students were caught 
after another pupil reported 
that they the weapon to a 
teacher and they have since 
been excluded. 

The school has been using 
two handheld metal detec¬ 
tors for several months and 
police have been in to do a 
special assembly about the 
dangers of carrying knives. 

Councillor Badham 
added: “This is a problem 
not just in Sandwell but 
across the country.”

Population of borough rises by 25,000 


THE population of Sandwell has risen by 
23,500 to 312,900, latest figures have 
revealed. 

The 8.3 per cent rise between 2001 and 
2011 was revealed as it emerged the popula¬ 
tion of the West Midlands on census day last 
year was 5.6 million, an increase of six per 
cent from 2001 when it was 5.3 million. 

The details were released as part of the 
first results from last year’s poll were pub¬ 
lished. 

Nationally, immigration, rising birth 
rates and increased life expectancy fuelled a 
record leap in the population of England and 


Wales over the past decade, according to the 
figures. 

The number of people living in England 
and Wales rose 3.7 million, or 7.1 per cent, 
from 52.4 million in 2001 to 56.1 million last 
year, the biggest growth between censuses 
since 1801 when records began. 

The statistics, taken from the first set of 
data released from the 2011 census, showed 
around 55 per cent of the growth, or 2.1 
million, was the result of net migration, 
with 45 per cent, or 1.6 million, attributable 
to increased life expectancy and fertility 
rates. 


The ONS results showed that every 
region in England and Wales had a larger 
population in 2011 than 10 years earlier 
with England the fifth fastest-growing 
country in the European Union during this 
period. 

The figures showed an ageing population, 
with one in six now in the 65 and over age 
group, of which 430,000 were aged 90 years 
old or more. 

The Scottish census figures will not be 
released until later this year, but Glen 
Watson, director of the 2011 Census, said 
using the latest Scottish population figures, 


combined with those from England and 
Wales and Northern Ireland would give a 
UK population estimate of 63.1 million. 

The ONS said the latest 2011 population 
figures for England and Wales were just 
under half a million higher, or 480,000, com¬ 
pared to estimates made in 2010. 

The 2011 census, the biggest conducted so 
far, was held on March 27 last year and used 
a temporary workforce of more than 35,000 
to help in the giant information gathering 
exercise. 


Warning that rain poses 
threat to Sandwell Show 


SANDWELL Show could 
become the latest victim of the 
summer rain, with organisers 
admitting it has been placed 
under threat by the continuous 
poor weather. 

Scores of events in the West Midlands 
have already been washed out, including 
the Race for Life which was due to be held 
at Himley Hall. 

It has been postponed until September 
because of waterlogging. Sandwell’s His¬ 
toric Vehicle Show has also been put off 
while the Wednesbury Carnival also fell 
victim to soggy ground conditions. 

Now organisers of the August Bank 
Holiday Sandwell Show, which attracted 
40,000 people last year, say the event could 
also be affected if there is no respite from 
the weather. 

The show is not due to take place until 
August 26-27, but conditions have been so 
bad that inspections of the site in Sandwell 
Valley Country Park in West Bromwich 
have already taken place. 

Decision 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “We are going 
through one of the worst rainy seasons in 
years, and it has caused the council prob¬ 
lems. 

“Our concern now is that unless the 
weather improves, the Sandwell Show 
could also be affected. A decision will be 
made nearer the date.” 

The Environment Agency is advising 
people across the Midlands to continue to 
be aware of the risk of flooding as the rain 
continues. The outlook remains wet. 

Roadworks across the region have been 
held up by the bad weather. Crews from 
Staffordshire County Council have been 
working extra hours to help keep roads 
open due to flooding. 

Highways chief councillor Mike 
Maryon, said: “We have had to postpone 
some maintenance work on our highways 
and footpaths due to the bad weather. We 
will be back on schedule just as soon as we 
can.” 

In Walsall, a resurfacing scheme along 
Pooles Lane in Willenhall was put back 
several days. There have also been delays 
to maintenance work in Dudley and 
Wolverhampton.

Card retailer owes councils thousands 


THOUSANDS of pounds in busi¬ 
ness rates are owed to councils in the 
region following the collapse of 
Clinton Cards. 

The company was the country’s 
largest greeting cards retailer and 
had 750 stores when it went into 
administration in May. Almost 400 
of the stores, including 36 in the 
West Midlands, were sold to Ameri¬ 
can Greetings. But councils in the 


region are set to lose out on thou¬ 
sands. Wolverhampton City Council 
says it is owed £5,921 by Clinton 
Cards, Walsall Council is owed 
£4,132 and Dudley is owed £4,000. 

Staffordshire County Council is 
not owed any money, and Sandwell 
Council would not disclose the infor¬ 
mation. Dudley Council cabinet 
member for finance, Councillor Pete 
Lowe, said: “The company owes the 


council £4,000 up to the date that it 
went into administration. 

“This will now be subject to the 
normal procedure for claiming 
money owed by the company as it 
goes through administration.” 

A spokesman for Walsall Council 
said the administrators for the 
company were billed last month. 

The money owed to the councils is 
part of £88 million owed to unse¬ 


cured creditors by Clinton Cards. 

The stores saved by the sale to 
American Greetings include two 
branches at the Merry Hill shopping 
centre as well as others in High 
Street, Bridgnorth; Weavers Wharf, 
Kidderminster and Dudley Street, 
Wolverhampton. 

Zolfo Cooper would not comment 
on the money owed to the Black 
Country councils. 


Metal thieves left M6 
damage of £100,000 


METAL thieves struck along a stretch of the 
M6 motorway once in the past six months - 
but left behind a repair bill of £100,000. 

Highways Agency bosses revealed the cost of repair work 
after suspected metal thieves sparked a blaze in a cable 
chamber. The fire in a substation near junction 10A at Ess- 
ington knocked out the hard shoulder between West 
Bromwich and Walsall, leading to peak hour hold-ups.

The vandal attack in 
March was the only one 
logged by highways chiefs 
between junctions 7 at Great 
Barr and 14 at Stafford 
between January and June 
2012 this year.

“This thoughtless act 
caused disruption for many 
road users on the M6 in the 
Midlands. The rest of the 
motorway network was 
unaffected as the damage 
was isolated to a small, yet 
very busy, section. 

“The tough measures we 
are taking to prevent cable 
thieves attacking our infra¬ 
structure help us to ensure 
that road users experience a 
minimal impact due to the 
resilient and robust tele¬ 
coms network operated by 
the Highways Agency. 

“Theft, attempted theft or 
damage of our cable is a 
criminal offence. We work 
very closely with the police 
where appropriate.”

The school is on the 410 
bus route, which links West 
Bromwich and Wednesbury 
and there are now no lollipop 
wardens at the school. 

Three of Tina Parton’s 
four children attend Park 
Hill. The 43-year-old, who 
also lives in Suffolk Road, 
said: “When we found out 
Gary was going, we just

thought they would replace 
him, so when we found out 
they weren’t going to, we 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Cabinet member Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said: “It is 
normal practice to assess the 
area before a replacement is 
put in place. This assess¬ 
ment was carried out, and 
the numbers of children 
crossing the road did not 
meet the criteria for another 
school crossing patrol. 

“The school has been 
advised that another assess¬ 
ment will be carried out in 
September.” 

Headteacher Caroline 
Logan said: “We are pleased 
that the council is doing 
another survey. We are 
anxious that the children 
are as safe as possible when 
crossing the road.”

A third more radical idea being con¬ 
sidered will see the council pay for 
someone to stand in the town with a 
hawk in the hope it will scare pigeons 
away. 

“Pigeons are terrified of hawks,” 
said Wednesbury Councillor Elaine 
Costigan. “We would probably have to 
pay him to come for an hour each week. 
People have tried wooden birds to scare 
them off, but that only works for a time 
because the pigeons get used to it.”

Chapel leaders launch 
plan to create a cafe 


A 116-year-old chapel in 
Sandwell will create its own 
high street community cafe 
under expansion plans. 

Bearwood Chapel, which dates back to 
1896, wants to create the cafe as well as 
an online resource and advice centre, in 
Bearwood Road. 

Under proposals, the chapel will 
transform the former Property 
Company premises to house an exten¬ 
sion which will have a kitchen and dis¬ 
abled toilet and form a direct link with 
the chapel. 

The development at the independent 
church will create roles for two full-time 
and six part-time staff. 

Church member Bob Sharpies, who 
works for R Sharpies and Associates 
chartered architects and town planners, 
has submitted the planning application. 

He said: “The ground floor of the 
estate agents will be an extension to the 
community outreach work in which the 
chapel is involved. 

“The concept is to provide a cafe envi¬ 
ronment where informal advice can be 
given from financial to planning 
matters. It will also be a place where 
people can meet for a coffee and a snack. 
There will be a facility to order Christian 
books, resources and media.” 

Dave Williams, pastor at the chapel for 
two years, said the money for the scheme 
would come from the church’s general 
fund - donations collected from church 
members and other donors.

Addict sent to prison 
for growing cannabis 

A DRUG addict who turned to growing his own cannabis 
after losing his job has been jailed for three months. 

Police carried out a search on the home of Craig Rushton, 
in Park Road, Norton Canes, on New Year’s Eve and found 
32 plants under cultivation, Stafford Crown Court heard. 

Rushton and two friends had spent £1,500 on buying and 
setting up the equipment, but the crop’s street value was 
around £4,000, said Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

Rushton, aged 23, admitted cultivating cannabis. He told 
officers he had been smoking cannabis since the age of 15 
and had been spending £100 a week on the drug. Mr Chris 
Clark, defending, said Rushton was not gaining financially. 

Father gets 
two years 
over death 
of daughter 

THE father of a girl 
who died seven years 
after he violently 
shook her as a baby 
has been jailed for 
two years. 

Paul Slattery injured 
eight-week-old Caitlin 
Wetton, from Cheslyn 
Hay, so badly that she 
was left paralysed from 
the neck down, blind, 
unable to speak and with 
severe cerebral palsy. 

The shaking episode 
lasted for up to 10 minutes 
when she was left in his care 
for an hour at the family 
home in Glenthorne Drive in 
November 2002. Until then 
she had been in good health 
and lovingly cared for by her 
mother Michele Wetton, 

Birmingham Crown Court 
heard. 

Scalp 

Slattery, aged 32, initially 
denied shaking Caitlin, 
claiming he had thrown her 
into the air in play. 

Later he said he had 
“waggled” her from side to 
side, rolling her body on his 
arms. 

Her injuries became 
apparent when she was 
admitted to Walsall Manor 
Hospital as an emergency 
later that day with a burn to 
her scalp caused, Slattery 
alleged, by being placed too 
closed to a gas fire as she was 
cold and clammy. 

Art project to 
anticipate new 
school building

He pleaded 
guilty. 

Nicholas Tatlow, defend¬ 
ing, described Slattery as 
immature and emotionally 
detached. 

Mrs Justice Thirlwall said 
the sentence reflected Slat¬ 
tery’s remorse and previous 
imprisonment.

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Academy launches 
£8m revamp plan 


A NEW sixth form centre will 
be built at a Smethwick 
school under new plans. 

The plans tie into a wider £8 million 
revamp which includes creating a 
major new arts centre. 

The proposals are for Shireland Colle¬ 
giate Academy, and involve replacing a 
courtyard with a new sixth form. 

The work is part of sweeping 
changes at the Waterloo Road school. 

They will include a 400-seater 
theatre, dance studios and recording 
studio when finished. 

The space earmarked for the new 
sixth form hub is currently used as a 
garden but benches and flowers will be 
relocated. 

Nick Woodcock has put in plans for 
the school. He said: “This building is 
the first phase in a larger master plan

to re-organise the school’s facilities.” 

The academy is also due to build an 
arts centre and new science labs on top 
of the new sixth form space. 

The new facilities will be available 
for use by the community. The theatre 
will be built on land at the back of the 
school which has been leased to it by 
Sandwell Council. 

The overall development will be 
£8m, funded by academy money. 

Technology 

The arts centre will include a 400- 
seat theatre, dance studios and music 
rooms. 

It will have a studio, for pupils to use 
for broadcasting their school radio 
station, along with the technology for 
youngsters to record music. 


There are also plans for a film studio. 

In addition to the arts centre the 
current science labs will be refurbished 
and kitted out with the latest technol¬ 
ogy. 

The current sixth form accommoda¬ 
tion will be extended to cater for the 
extra students the academy is expect¬ 
ing in September. 

The academy in Waterloo Road has 
180 sixth formers but will be accepting 
230 in the new academic year. 

Preparation work for the building 
project is already under way, and the 
school hopes it will be completed in 18 
months. 

Executive head Sir Mark Grundy 
said the scheme would allow the school 
to improve from its most recent out¬ 
standing rating from Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors.

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Heroin supplier is jailed 
after death of ‘customer’ 


A DRUG dealer from Dudley who sup¬ 
plied heroin to a man who died just hours 
later has been jailed for four years. 

Dean Huxley, aged 37, of New Street, 
pleaded guilty to supplying the drug at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

He could not be charged with 
manslaughter because victim Mark Wills 
suffered from heart disease and other 
major health problems, the court was 
told. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said 
Huxley and Mr Wills were in a group 
taking drugs at the flat in Caslon Cres¬ 
cent. 

Huxley had been called to the scene to 
supply heroin and Mr Wills paid him £5 
for the fix. He “cooked” the drug on a 


spoon and then used a syringe to inject his 
friend. 

Mr Rees said Huxley took heroin 
himself while he was in the flat and it was 
the following day that Mr Wills, aged 49, 
was found dead. 

Mr Nicholas Berry, defending, said 
Huxley got to know Mr Wills of Caslon 
Crescent, Stourbridge over a period of 10 
months through their “drinking and drug 
culture.” 

He added Huxley had been “devas¬ 
tated” by the death of Mr Wills. 

Recorder Nigel Baker QC, sentencing 
Huxley, said “This case is the best possi¬ 
ble illustration of the dangers of Class A 
drugs to those who decide to inject them.” 


Parking bans come in 


PARKING bans are finally 
being introduced around a 
Dudley hospital after years of 
complaints from residents 
that visitors and staff are 
clogging their streets by 
leaving their cars. 

Residents hope the new restric¬ 
tions will deter drivers from parking 
in streets near Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal in Dudley. 

Double yellow lines have been 
painted and warning signs have 
been erected after the plans were 
drafted with the help of household¬ 
ers. 

Locals say visitors are using their 
roads to avoid charges in the hospital 


car park. This is despite a new 691 
place car park opening there. 

Under the new rules access will be 
restricted in some roads other than 
for residents, while parking would 
be banned entirely in others. 

Increase 

Fears have been raised that a 
recent 30 per cent increase in 
parking charges for staff will lead to 
them ignoring the restrictions. 

Gemma Jones, aged 28, of 
Kingswinford Road, said: “Unless 
there is proper enforcement and 
people are given fines then there is 
no point in putting these signs up.” 

The crackdown includes restricted 
access to Pearce Close, Dereton 


Close, Abbotsford Drive, Hilderic 
Crescent and Elgar Crescent and 
waiting restrictions in Middlepark 
Road, The Oval, Ashenhurst Road 
and Kingswinford Road on week¬ 
days from 10am to 11am and 2pm to 
3pm. 

A loading ban in High Street, Pen- 
snett, will be enforced on weekdays 
from 7.30-9.30am and 4.30-6.30pm. 

Double yellow lines will be painted 
in Tennyson Street, Milton Street 
and Byron Street. 

Plans to ban parking in Kingswin¬ 
ford Road and Hilderic Crescent 
were scrapped after residents 
objected.

Cheryl on light track 



Cheryl back with a new album and a Birmingham gig 


Cheryl - A Million Lights 

THE Girls Aloud singer 
turned super-celeb doesn’t 
need a surname anymore, 
like Madonna or Beyonce or 
a superstar footballer. 

On her third album she 
doesn’t push her vocals, 
keeping them midrange on a 
series of similar dancefloor 
orientated pop numbers 
with just the merest hint of 
trendy dubstep and a bigger 
dose of urban/R&B. It’s all 
in the Rihanna, Madonna, 
Britney ballpark. Screw You 
is bound to excite specula¬ 
tion (hmm, who’s that 
about?) whilst Sexy Den A 
Mutha is catchy enough to 
deliver her a big hit. 

Cheryl is in concert at 
Birmingham LG Arena on 
October 12. 

Linkin Park - Living 
Things 

IT’S a balancing act for 
these Californian rockers on 
their fifth studio album, 
keeping the fans from the 
raw rap-rocking days along¬ 
side their less pierced and 
less hirsute new following 
who probably listen to Cold- 
play and Kasabian too. 

The result is an album 
with plenty of muscle, an 
excellent vocal performance 
by Chester Bennington and 
several anthemic rockers, 
especially the outstanding 
Burn It Down. It would have 
been even better with a little 
more anger, a bit more edge. 

Flo Rida - Wild Ones 

THE American rapper has 
gained the Midas touch with 
his blend of catchy pop and 
dance tunes, so much so that 
this set sounds like a great¬ 
est hits package in waiting. 

The urban sounds are 


derivative but deliver hooks 
aplenty and driving beats, 
enhanced by a judicious use 
of samples from soul greats 
such as Freddie King and 
Etta James. 

Good Feeling and Wild 
Ones, the latter a vehicle for 
the vocal talent of Sia, have 
already been international 
hits and the double entendre 
filled Whistle will make it 
three this summer. 

The more laid back Let It 
Roll and In My Mind Part 2 
(featuring an excellent guest 
vocal from Georgi Kay) are 
less frenetic. Sweet Spot will 
get plenty of attention 
thanks to a guest vocal from 
Jennifer Lopez and could 
that be Flo Rida (AKA 


Tramar Dillard) showing a 
sensitive side on I Cry? 

It’s a bit cheeky referring 
to a ninth track as a bonus 
but it’s a good one, Flo Rida, 
Audra Mae and Redfoo from 
LMFAO turning Bryan 
Adams’ Run To You into a 
dance anthem called Run. 

Maroon 5 - Overexposed 

AN ironic title for the Los 
Angeles group’s fourth 
studio album, seeing as 
Moves Like Jagger has 
become one of the best¬ 
selling singles of all time and 
frontman Adam Levine a 
star judge on the US version 
of The Voice. 

They started as a rock 
band but have become 


steadily poppier until they 
now make bright and brash 
ear candy achieved by col¬ 
laborating with the folks 
who work with Britney 
Spears, Katy Perry and 
Beyonce. Hence certain hits 
like Payphone (with rapper 
Wiz Kalifa) and Lucky 
Strike. 

Levine’s ‘ey-oh’ vocals 
recall the 80s, in fact opener 
One More Night could have 
come from The Police or 
Men At Work back cata¬ 
logue. But on the catchy 
Ladykiller he’s more in a 
Michael Jackson mode. It’s 
interesting how the sunny 
style of the songs often con¬ 
trasts with bitter lyrics. 
Sounds like Adam wants to 
get even with some ladies. 

And for those new to the 
band, the record company 
has tacked on a faithful 
version of Moves Like 
Jagger done in the studio for 
The Voice US and again fea¬ 
turing Christina Aguilera. 

Sigur Ros - Valtari 

ONE part Elbow to nine 
parts Pink Floyd, then chill 
to below zero, that’s the 
recipe for Sigur Ros - Ice¬ 
landic creators of hazy, 
elegant mood music. 

On Valtari they take their 
symphonic sound to spiri¬ 
tual levels, way beyond the 
reach of most rock bands. 
This is especially apparent 
with the choral harmonies of 
what, in the absence of Ice¬ 
landic letters on my key¬ 
board, I shall have to refer to 
as track five. 

This music has a slow 
bleak beauty which makes 
the fact that the lyrics are 
sung in Icelandic irrelevant. 

You don’t so much listen 
to Valtari as dissolve into it.

Heartbroken family's tribute 
to murder victim Nicole. 18 



THE family of a young 
West Bromwich mother 
who was murdered by her 
boyfriend have paid 
tribute to her. 

Former Walsall College student 
Nicole Cartmell, 18, was killed 
just weeks after giving birth to a 
baby boy last year. 

Her body was found under 
floorboards in a house where 
Stephen Devesey lived in Whate- 


ley Road, Handsworth, on March 
2. Devesey, aged 21, was found 
guilty of murder and jailed for 
life. He will serve a minimum of 
17 years in prison. 

Later, in a statement, Miss 
Cartmell’s family said: “The 
family would like to give heartfelt 
thanks to everyone involved with 
bringing our daughter Nicole’s 
murderer to justice. 

“The verdict, the sentence will 
never be enough, it will never 


justify the loss of our beautiful 
daughter. Her precious baby boy 
has had his mother taken, an irre¬ 
placeable bond’s been broken, it’s 
broken our hearts.” 

The statement continued: “We 
want to now be left alone to con¬ 
centrate on trying to recover 
from this ordeal and to raise our 
grandson to be a happy, much¬ 
loved and protected little boy.” 

Devesey was the father of Miss 
Cartmell’s son, who was born in 


January 2011. Miss Cartmell had 
ended their relationship. 

DS Mick Griffiths, from West 
Midlands Police’s major investi¬ 
gation review team, said: “The 
discovery of Nicole’s body ignited 
the worst tragedy any parent 
could imagine and my thoughts 
remain with Nicole’s family at 
this time. 

“I welcome today’s verdict and 
sentence and I hope that it will 
bring some comfort to them.” 


Petitions on 
road safety 

RESIDENTS in Cradley Heath are 
calling on the council to improve a 
crossing near a primary school. 

A petition has been submitted to 
Sandwell Council requesting that a 
managed light crossing be intro¬ 
duced between Barrs Road and 
Valley Road, to improve safety for 
children at Timbertree primary. 

And parents in Tipton have sub¬ 
mitted a petition to the council 
asking them to build a speed hump 
outside Joseph Turner Primary 
School, Powis Avenue. They want to 
reduce the speed of passing vehicles. 

Council officers are looking into 
both issues and are expected to 
report back to Sandwell Council’s 
safety boss Councillor Ian Jones.

The meadows that 


became 'Humpshire' 


by Stuart Williams 


WILLENHALL, between 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, 
was originally called ‘Willen- 
halch’, Anglo-Saxon for ‘the 
meadowland of Willan’. 

First mentioned in the 700s, when 
King Ethelbald of Mercia signed a 
treaty there, William the Conqueror’s 
Domesday Book (1086) records it as 
‘Willenhala’. 

In the Middle Ages, Willenhall was a 
small agricultural village with a chapel 
within the parish of Wolverhampton. But 
from 1840, Willenhall had its own parish 
church, St Giles, and the present day 
building dates from 1867. 

Willenhall’s population grew to around 
300 by 1666, but in the 1700s it expanded 
dramatically with the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion. The now industrial town centred 
around Market Place and Stafford Street, 
comprising many tiny streets crammed 
with houses, workshops and pubs. 

A thriving mining community grew up 
around Lane Head and Sandbeds, and 


Portobello became known for brickmak¬ 
ing. Coal mining was important in the 
Willenhall area early on but declined after 
the 1800s when the mines became flooded 
following a strike. 

Willenhall became world-famous as a 
centre for lock making, which in Eliza¬ 
bethan times had begun developing in 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and Bilston, 
and by the mid-1800s this trade was 
mainly centred in Willenhall. 

In 1855 there were 340 local lock 
makers, working entirely by hand, mostly 
in small workshops. 

Young apprentice lock filers worked 
bent over, developing hump backs, which 
gave Willenhall the nickname of ‘Hump¬ 
shire’. Noted Willenhall lockmakers 
included Yale & Towne, Josiah Parkes & 
Sons and John Harper & Co. 

In 1849 poor housing and sanitation led 
to a cholera epidemic; 292 people died, 
shocking the town into improving condi¬ 
tions, and in 1854 Willenhall Local Board 


of Health, forerunner of Willenhall 
Urban District Council (1894), was 
formed. 

Reflecting local civic pride, several 
municipal buildings were erected, includ¬ 
ing the Town Hall and Library in 
Clemson Street in 1866, and in 1922 a 
Memorial Park was opened, honouring 
those killed in the Great War. 

Willenhall’s best-known monument is 
however its ornate and imposing Memo¬ 
rial Clock in Market Place, commemorat¬ 
ing Dr Tonks, a highly respected and 
revered Victorian physician. 

Willenhall became part of Walsall 
borough in 1966, but remains independ¬ 
ent-minded with a strong identity and a 
great sense of heritage.

London is on track 
for a fantastic event 


I f the comedian Bill Bailey is to be believed, the 
Olympics opening ceremony is going to be the 
most excruciating cringe-fest in our history. He 
foresees an “inflatable Churchill bobbing down the 
Thames” and a “huge animatronic Yorkshire 
pudding” in the middle of Wembley Stadium. And 
that’s before the ribbon-cutting Boris Johnson is 
allowed access to scissors. 

Go on, admit it, you wouldn’t be surprised if those 
things were actually involved, would you? After all, 
we have no real idea what to expect when the eyes 
of the world turn upon us. All we can hope is that it 
isn’t like our childhood backyard firework displays, 
when we got all worked up and excited, only for the 
rock to go “pfft” and then go out. 

But let’s not be cynical or pessimistic. Let’s get 
enthusiastic. This could be the greatest show on 
earth, and given that Oscar-winner Danny Boyle is 
behind the whole thing, it will at least be ambitious 
and grand in scope. 

All we really know is that his vision will be unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. For a start, the 
Olympic Stadium will be transformed into the “British 
countryside’.’A cast of 10,000 volunteers will help 
recreate country scenes, against a backdrop 
featuring farmyard animals and landmarks. 

And the opening scene of the £27m ceremony will 
be called “Green and Pleasant” according to Boyle. 
He added the show would create “a picture of 
ourselves as a nation.” 


“The best way to tell that story is through working 
with real people,” said Boyle, who has even reserved 
a role for NHS nurses in proceedings. 

The set will feature meadows, fields and rivers, with 
families taking picnics, people playing sports on the 
village green and farmers tilling the soil. 

Real farmyard animals will be grazing in the 
“countryside” with a menagerie of 70 sheep, 12 
horses, three cows, two goats, 10 chickens, 10 
ducks, nine geese and three sheepdogs. 

One billion people worldwide are expected to watch 
the opening ceremony. 

The world’s largest “harmonically-tuned” bell, 
weighing 23 tonnes and measuring 2m tall x 3m 
wide, will ring inside the Stadium to start the 
Shakespeare-inspired spectacle, featuring 900 
children from the six Games host boroughs. 

We also know that the panorama also includes two 
mosh-pits, representing the Glastonbury festival and 
the Last Night of the Proms, while the music - if 
recent reports are to be believed - is an eclectic 
selection ranging from the Beatles to the Monty 
Python theme tune. Yep, there’s that cringe factor 
rearing its head again! 

The performance is followed by the athletes’ parade, 
in which more than 200 countries are represented. 
Then the Queen will carry out the official opening, 
before the arrival of the Olympic flame, when the 
identity of the final torchbearer will be revealed. 

On your marks, get set, go!

Compact SUV has versatility that is hard to ignore ^ 


NOW IN its third generation, Mit¬ 
subishi’s Outlander has gradually 
evolved from left-field alternative to 
a compact SUV to something with 
the potential to give the current crop 
of affordable mid-size sports utility 
vehicles something to worry about. 

With its streamlined stance and decidedly 
upmarket styling, Mitsubishi bosses are bullish 
about this Outlander’s performance in the mar¬ 
ketplace. Being realistic, Mitsubishi in the UK is 
offering a diesel-only fleet complete with four- 
wheel drive as standard. 

The only major decision to make is whether to 
go with the firm’s six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion or the six-speed auto. 

In isolation this Outlander is a welcome step 
forward from the Japanese car maker. 

However, internally this model is more signif¬ 
icant than the average buyer will ever appreci¬ 
ate. A cornerstone of the firm’s new model plans 



for the coming years, not only has the Outlander 
been the subject of a significant weight-loss pro¬ 
gramme - 100kg - it’s also been designed from 
the outset to accommodate both conventional 
engines and the new wave of plug-in hybrid tech¬ 
nologies.

As his players go about their 
training duties on the pre-season 
tour of Sweden, they are learning 
more about the vision Hodgson’s 
successor has for building on the 
former gaffer’s impressive ground¬ 
work. 

And one of Clarke’s staff

“He has put his own stamp on 
things and tweaked them, but he 
was happy with what was in place 
already,” revealed Matt Green, the 
fitness coach charged with knock¬ 
ing Clarke’s men into shape.

used. It is a multi-factor approach, 
so they don’t just become better 
athletes and improve physically - 
there is always a football involved 
in there so they are improving as 
footballers. 

“The main thing that has 
jumped out is that a lot of the work 
that’s been delivered is high- 
tempo, short and sharp work in 
small areas. 

“There is quite a lot of emphasis 
on keeping the ball in small areas 
and that means a lot of accelera¬ 


tions and decelerations at high- 
intensity. 

“That is a bit different to a lot of 
the work that we saw under the old 
manager.” 

One obvious effect of Clarke’s 
adjustments has already been felt 
by his players, who were working 
overtime during the opening week 
of their pre-season programme, 
carried out at the training ground 
near Walsall last week. 

A regular 10am session was fol¬ 
lowed by a lengthy siesta in a 
nearby hotel, followed by a second 
stint on the training field at 5pm. 

It is the kind of timetable used

But replicating the ‘tour’ sched¬ 
ule at home is a new development 
and a Clarke initiative. 

“The hotel is the manager’s 
idea,” confirmed Green.
